The concussion was heard for a mile, yet 
careful inspection failed te reveal even a pane 
of glass broken. 

At the time, of the explosion Rogers and a 
party of friends were out celebrating the éx- | 
alderman's birthday. They arrived at the 
saloon five minutes afterwards. Rogers

investigation into the whole question. 


Barrier. to Government Feature. 

At first sight, the idea of having the gov- 
ernment act as a savings bank for the people 
seems to be an excellent one, but as the sub- 
ject is studied more carefully it is seen there 
are objections which certainly will be raised 
in congress and which are of such a character 
that they will prevent the adoption of the 
scheme for some time to come. The people 
are extremely prosperous and have a sur- 
plus. They want to deposit their money 
where they. know it will be safe and at the 
same time receive a fair return in the way 

of interest. 
The trouble. is, however, that the gov- 
ernment is just as prosperous as the people. 
It has money of its own to burn and there 
ig not the slightest reason in the world why 
it should borrow from the people. If Uncie 
Sam were bard up he could utilize the 
money received from postal savings banks,

Sutcess in Foreign Countries. 

Postal savings banks are successful in 

many foreign countries, but in almost all of 

those/ countries there fs a demand for funds 
on the part of the government and taxes are 
unusually high. In the United States today 

the government has to deposit its money in 
banks without interest to prevent a strip- 
gency, and the strongest argument for a re- 
duction of the tariff today lies in the fact 
that we are accumulating a surplus every 
year, which is inevitably an incentive toward 
extravagance. 

Many people who have advocated postal 
savings banks have not given much thought 
to the problem of what the government will 
do with the money when it gets it, and how it 
an afford to pay interest for money it does 
not need, unless it reduces taxes to a corre-

Lawyer’s Statements Indicate Proba- 
bility of Many Indictments. 


New York, Sept. 30.—[{Special.]—Hard upon 
the heels of the furore created by the Parle 
„affinity case there develops the facts that 
Ferdinand Pinney Barle, far from being 
alone in his belief, is only one of an estab- 

‘Jished clique in this city. 

Among the 300 members of * Sunrise 
club, a socialistic organization whose mem- 
bers are nearly all identified in some way 
with the Rand school of social science, are 
anywhere from 50 to 100 men and women who 
are converts to the peculiar views of the 
marriage relation so sensationally advanced 


by the artist, 

It is said that many of these people prac- 
tice what they believe to be the true state of 
happiness between the sexes. Some of them 
hold to the affinity idea, others are even 
more radical, and all consider that the formu- 
la of marriage is futile and unnecessary. For 
the most part they are men and women of 
intellectualHty and education, and some of 


them are wealthy, 


Blames Public in Earle Case. 

Edwin C. Walker, of 244 West One Hundred 
and Forty-third street, is the secretary of the 
Sunrise club. He has written a number of 
pamphlets advancing his views. Regarding 
the Earle incident in particular he said today: 

“tr Mr. Earle had not made a public mat- 
ter of his private affairs he would not have 
been subjected to subsequent annoyance, 
abuse, and assault. But here his blame- 
worthiness ends and that of the press and 
public begins. The existence of a child or 
children alone gives society any reason for 
interference, and then only, if there is good 
reason for anticipating neglect and suffering. 
There Was no such reason in this case.’ 

In a pamphlet he has written on “ love and 
the law,” Mr. Walker says: 

“If love between the sexes is richt and 
proper under any eircumsta , Statute laws 
cannot change that rightf Iness and pro- 
priety into wrongfulness and impropriety. 
But the thought and action must harmonize. 
The law has nothing to do in effairs so deli- 
cate and private as these.” 

Question of Self, Not Law. 

In the same article Mr. Walker says: 

‘* Depend upon yourself, not upon the law. 
It is your right to love all that to you Is lov- 
able, and your duty to bear the cogt of your 
chosen actions. The cost principle is theirule 
equity in love as in labor and trade,”

REPORT OF THE BRIE ISSUED |°= 


It Shows Surplus of $1,705,983. 


After Paying All Dividends. 


Principal Activity in Biscuit Common, 
Which Loses + Point. 


The Erie Railroad company for the year 
ended June 80, 1907, shows a surplus after all 
charges and dividends of $1,706,083. Freight 
revenue for the year increased 7.74 per cent. 
The passenger traffic increased 6.06 per cent. 
Fifty-eight and eighty-nine hundredths per 
cent of the total operating expenses were 
distributed directly to labor. The increase 
in wages approximated $1,000,000. The total 
number of passengers carried was 24,199,723. 

The expense of maintenance of way and 
structures shows an increase of $478,744, or 
10.60 per cent over the previous year. This 
increase is principally caused by the in- 
treased cost and more extensive renewal 
of ties and switch timbers, to additional 
labor employed at increased rates of pay, on 
tie renewals and placing ballast in the track, 
additional miles of telegraph lines rebuilt, 
removal of snow and ice during the extreme 
cold weather last winter, and to the increased 
repairs to station and miscellaneous build- 
ings. : 
Sixty-one bridges were replaced by new 
structures of greater carrying capacity; 
33,356 tons of new ninety pound and 3,611 
tons of new eighty pound steel rails were 
placed in the track during the year, with the 
necessary frogs, switches, etc.; 1,028.759 
cross ties and 2,821,811 feet of switch timber 
were placed in the track, together with 696,- 
561 tie plates; 285.9 miles of track were fully 
ballasted and 98 miles ef track were par- 
tially bal ; 48 miles of new right of 
way fences were built; 31.1 miles of passing 
and other company sidings and 12.5 miles 
of industrial side tracks were constructed; 
64.5 miles of telegraph lines were rebuilt. 

The expense of maintenance of équipment 
shows a decrease of $530,367, or 6.11 per cent, 
as compared with the previous year. The 
decrease ig largely accounted for by the 
company having made unusually large ex- 
penditures in repairs to lecomotives during 
the years 1905 and 1906, which, together with 
the benefit derived from the new locomo- 
tives received during 1906, resulted in a de- 
crease in the cost of repairs to locomotives. 

The increase in the expense of repairs to 
freight cars was occasioned by the increased 
cost of material, as well as the increase in 
wages paid employés in the car department. 

Additiens and improvements in the prop- 
erty and equipment of the company aggre- 
gating $16,006,750 have been made during 
the year, of which 511,280,881 has been 
charged to capital account and 51, 700,877. 38 
has been paid from the company's income,
